Health Commissioner Dixon Says
One-Third of the Cases of
Blindness Can be Pre-
vented.

MOTHER S8HOJLD CALL DOCTOR

Old Law to Be Enfoerced That Will
Becurs Proper Treatment For
New.Born Infants and Bave
Loss of Eyesight,

To guard new-born Infants against
that terrible misfortune, blindness,
State Health Commissioner Dixon has
revived a state law passed some years
age for just this object, but never en-
forced to any extent This law, passed
June 26, 1805, Is entitled "An act for
the prevention of blindness, Imposing
& duty upon all midwives, nurses or
other persons haviog the care of in-
fants, and also upon the health ofMcer,
a::d fizing a penalty for neglect there-
o 'II

Dr. Dizon declared today “that if the
provisions of this law are carried out
there Is reason to hope that one-third
of the cases of blindness which =0
groatly’ diminishea the productive
value of the Individual and too often
renders him a burden on soclety may
be prevented."”

Letter to Phyeslclans.
To ten thousand phyaiclans through-

ar Dixon is sending the following let.
ter: s

“You are probably aware of the fact
that the American Medical association
at its last annual meeting authorized
the issue of the report of the commit-
fee on ophthalmia neonatorum, which
foreibly called attention to the fact
that & very large percentage of the
cases of blindness which the state is
called upon to support 18 caused by
that disease, and urged the necessity
for organized and concerted effort on
the part of the profeasion in all of the
stateg of the Union to diminish thia
evil. That this appeal 1a most timely 1s
sufficlently Indicated by a,recent re-
port from the Pennsylvania School for
the Blind, 'which shows that In the
past elght years more than one-third
of the persons ndmitted to that insti-
tution have owed their affiction to
this cause.

“This department has, therefore,
thought It desirable to revive a law
which has for many years lain dor
mant on our statute books, and a copy
of which Is herewith enclosgd,

“Inasmuch, however, as L, doubt the
wisdom of entrusting the treatment of
50 dellcate an organ as the eye to un-
skilled handas, I have appended to the
iaw instructions making it the duty
of the health officer to urge those in
charge to secure the services of a phy-
glelan at the earliest possible moment
after the discovery of the disease, and
have suggested a harmlessg cleansing
solution to be used untll such time as
the physiclan could arrive and initiate
the active treatment for which the
nitrate of silver or some other silver
salt will probably be deemed most ef-

ance in carrying out this plan for di-
minishing a fertile cause of misery
and disabllity?"

Instructions to Health Officers.

The state department of health has
sent to each of ita 730 township health
officers full instructions as to their
duty under the law. These Instructions
are as follows:

“In order to carry out the provisions
if the above law it becomes your duty
to acquaint yourself with the names
and addresses of all midwives and
furses reslding or practicing in your
digtrict, and to place a copy of the law
in the hands of each, Instructing her
ns to its requirements.
